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COLUMBIA  OPENS 
WITH  RECORD  ENROLLMENT 

Columbia  started  the  new  year  on  September  18 
with  an  enrollment  of  104  students  including  75 
candidates  for  the  B.D.,  5  Missionary  candidates,  4 
candidates  for  the  B.B.E.,  2  special  students  and  18 
graduate  students.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  new 
students  ever  to  enroll  in  one  year  at  the  Seminary. 
The  new  class  includes  students  from  sixteen  states 
and  four  foreign  countries. 

NEW  PROFESSORS 

Dr.  Dean  Greer  McKee,  Formerly  President  of 
Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York  came  to  the  Seminary 
as  Professor  of  Biblical  Exposition  during  the  fall 
quarter.  Dr.  McKee  is  also  teaching  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  History. 

An  ordained  minister  of  the  United  States  Pres- 
byterian Church,  Dr.  McKee's  academic  background 
includes  Parsons  College,  Fairfield,  Iowa,  the  Bibli- 
cal Seminary,  New  York  City,  Cambridge  University 
and  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Research  in 
Jerusalem,  Jordan.  In  Dr.  McKee's  travels  relating 
to  his  studies  he  has  visited  many  of  the  places  in 
England  and  Europe  associated  with  the  Protestant 
Reformation,   and   most  of  the  important  sites  in 
Italy,  Greece  and  the  Near  East  associated  with  the 
Bible.  The  latter  includes  the  "cities  of  the  seven 
churches"  in  Asia  Minor,  Ur  of  the  Chaldees,  Baby- 
lon and  Nineveh  in  Iraq,  and  the  Monastery  of  St. 
Catherine  and  the  Mountain  of  Moses  in  the  Sinai 
Peninsula.  Dr.  McKee  holds  membership  in  a  number 
of  professional  societies  and  has  contributed  articles 
and  reviews  to  various  theological  quarterlies  and 
other  religious  publications.  Dr.  McKee  will  live  on 
the  campus. 

Dr.  Neely  Dixon  McCarter  comes  to  Columbia 
Seminary  as  Associate  Professor  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion. Dr.  McCarter's  academic  background  includes 
McCallie  School,  Presbyterian  College,  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
Richmond,  and  Yale  University.  For  five  years  Dr. 
McCarter  was  Minister  to  Students  at  the  University 
of  Florida  during  which  time   he  became   widely 


known  in  the  field  of  student  work.  He  is  now  pre- 
paring his  second  book  for  publication.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Carter  is  the  former  Miss  Jean  Maxwell,  daughter 
of  one  of  our  Brazilian  missionary  families.  The 
McCarters  live  on  the  campus. 

Columbia  Seminary  has  just  announced  the  ap- 
pointment of  Dr.  C.  Darby  Fulton  as  a  Guest  Pro- 
fessor of  Missions  to  begin  his  work  at  the  Seminary 
on  January  1.  As  a  nationally  known  leader  in 
World  Mission  service  Dr.  Fulton  has  represented 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  in  its  Mission  pro- 
gram since  1917.  For  the  last  29  years  Dr.  Fulton 
has  served  as  Executive  Secretary,  Board  of  World 
Missions,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.S.,  in  1948,  elected  Dr.  Fulton  as  Moderator,  the 
highest  office  in  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

Dr.  Fulton  is  a  graduate  of  Presbyterian  College, 
The  University  of  South  Carolina,  Columbia  The- 
ological Seminary  and  Princeton  Theological  Semin- 
ary. He  is  also  the  recipient  of  a  number  of  honorary 
degrees. 

VISITING  LECTURERS 

Visiting  lecturers  this  fall  include  Dr.  S.  Barton 
Babbage  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  and  Dr.  John  A. 
Tumblin  of  Agnes  Scott  College. 

Dr  Babbage  who  occupies  the  three  offices  of 
Dean  of  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Melbourne,  President 
of  Melbourne  College  of  Divinity  and  Principal  of 
Ridley  Theology  College,  will  lecture  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Church  History.  He  will  also  give  a  series 
on  Monday  evenings  on  the  life  of  Karl  Marx  at 
which  time  he  will  discuss  the  Communist  concept 
of  man  and  history  as  well  as  the  tactics  of  Com- 
munism in  the  contemporary  situation.  Dr.  Babbage 
is  in  America  as  a  Fulbright  scholar. 

Dr  John  A.  Tumblin  who  is  a  graduate  of  Wake 
Forest  and  Duke  University  will  teach  a  course  in 
Anthropology  in  the  Department  of  Missions.  Dr. 
Tumblin  is  a  Visiting  Associate  Professor  of  Sociol- 
ogy and  Anthropology  at  Agnes  Scott  College.

GION RELIGION— FANTASY  OR  FACT,  THE 
PLACE  OF  OBEDIENCE,  THE  RELEVANCE  OF 
THE  BIBLE,  THE  CALL  OF  MOSES. 

Dr  Robinson  will  lecture  under  the  general  theme 
"THE  TESTIMONY  OF  THE  REFORMATION." 
His  topics  will  be  THE  SLOGANS  OF  THE  RE- 
FORMATION: sola  gratia,  solo  Christo,  sola  fide, 
soli  Deo  gloria,  sola  scriptura.  THE  SIGNIFI-
